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Sunday, September 22d, our friend 
Mr. George Schaffer, '06, of Gallau- 
det College, after more than a month's 
lingering illness, breathed his last and 
passed away forever from our midst. 
He was of a quiet demeanor, of cool 
judgment, full of sympathy and of 
loyal friendship. He rarely took an 
active part in discussions and delibera- 
tions at Frat meetings, but his indi- 
cated preferences on the sides of 
questions were always fearlessly fair. 
With an education above the average 
as he had, we are always sorry to see 
such men go. It was said that he 
knew the Bible from A to Z, and he 
had strong convictions concerning 
religious matters, >as well as other 
matters pertaining to politics, etc. 
The funeral services were held at a 
downtown funeral parlor, with Rev. O. 
Whildin and a hearing Lutheran 
minister officiating. John Wallace, as 
President of Baltimore Division, No.
